Something About the Famous Struc- 
tures of the World. 

The word bridge does not occur in the 
Bible. The first bridge of which we have 
any record was erected by Queen Nicotris 
over the Euphrates, at Babylon (B. C

1 was adraw-bridge, and consisted of 
stone piers, without arches, but connected

But this des- 
irable result is even more certainly in- 
sured if the general bulk of the circulat- 
ing fluid, or blood, is diminished by with- 
holding supplies of the more liquid, or 
which may be done 
where the digestive power is unimpared, 
without in any way diminishing the richer 
or more immediately nourishing portion. 
The instant the general bulk of the circu- 
lating blood is diminished, the excess con- 
tained in the congested and overcharged 
membranes is withdrawn, and the cold is 
relieved. Somewhat severe thirst sets in 

curiously enough, simultaneously 
with the occurrence of this thirst, the 
congested internal membranes grow moist, 
and exhale gently and naturally in con- 
sequence of the relief of the overcharged 
vessels. All that is then necessary is to 
keep the supply of drink down to the point 
which enables some measure of thirst to 
be maintained, and during its mainte 
nance there is not the slightest chance of 
the recurrence of the cold
